The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In claims 1,13, 20, 24, the prior art fails to disclose generating reverse link rate 
requests at the mobile station based on determining whether targeted queuing delay 
violations are expected given the transmit data queue sizes and the ongoing reverse 
link throughput, the reverse link rate requests being further based on, in each rate 
control period, determining a data rate needed substantially to meet targeted queuing 
delays in the next rate control period for each service instance being supported by the 
mobile station. 

Inn claim 36, the prior art fails to disclose configuring scheduling utility functions used to 
determine the scheduling priorities of the data connections to be dependent on the 
expected queuing delays so that the priority for each data connection increases if the 
expected queuing delay exceeds the targeted queuing delay of the data connection.
